Northwestern River Convention opened today. 
Every train that arrived during the night and 
this morning brought delegates by the hun- 
dred, and at 9 o’clock there were fully 900 pres- 
ent, which number was added to at 11 o’clock, 
80 that when the convention was called to 
order the State River Commission's estimate 


of 1,200 was nearly verified by the actual pres- 


ence of the members. Altogether the dele- 
gates make up a distinguished body of men, 
and a majority have heads streaked with gray, 
showing that the importance of the conven- 


tion is fully realised and that the various 


States have interested themselves in the matter 
and seeh to it that the best men have been 
“named. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

At li o’clock there was a general adjourn- 
ment to the Exposition Building. The hall is 
especially adapted for a meeting of this char- 
acter, and has a seating capacity of about 
3,000. kivery arrangement bas been made for 
the comfort of the delegates. The decora- 
tions are profuse, and consist of bunting of 
bright colors, which at once makes the place 
attractive. Yards of red, white, and blue are 
stretchea overbead and along the sides of 
the wall, and the large platform 
at the farther end 
beneath u covering of cloth, with stripes of 
red, white, and blue. The delegations are 
seated by States and placards bearing the 
name of the State stand in front of them. 

At 11:30 Gov. Hubbard appeared and rapped 
the huge assembiy to order. The Governor in- 
vited the Governors of States and any mem- 
pers of the army öt the United States to seuts 
on the platform. Ex-Gov. Stanard of Mis- 
souri and ex-Gov. Fairchild of Wisconsin com- 
plied with the invitation. Congressman Mur- 
phy of Iowa. P. D. Ward, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee on Waterways, Congressman 
Phillips of Missouri, the Hon. William Warner, 
and Delegate Gifford of Dakota aiso came for- 
ward, together with several other prominent 
gentiemen from the various delegations. Dr: 
Dana of St. Paul offered prayer, after which 
Gov. Hubbard rose to deliver uis address of 
welcome to the visiting delegates. He said: 

You have come here with an intelligent appreci- 


‘ation of the object to be gained by a united and 


emphatic expression of judgment on the demands 
of this great producing country tor appropriations. 
The manner in which you have responded shows 
that Wisconsin, Lilinois, Kansas, Missouri, Dakota, 
and Montana are heartily in accord with Min- 
nesota on this great question. We realize 
that the time has come for us to make 
a demand that shall challenge attention. The 
development of the Northwest has made the im- 
provement of the waterways here one of National 
importance. The feeling that gave rise to the call 
of this convention was not made 
spirit to any section of the country. We would 
rather cooperate with them on an equitable basis. 
We appeal from the discrimination that has here- 
tofore been seen in the matter of making appro- 
priations. We do not believe the peopie at large 
have a full appreciation of the importance of this 
matter. I bid you a cordial welcome to our State. 
That your action here will greatiy aid in promoting 
the desired end is my belief. 

Mayor. Edmund Rice of St. Paul, on behalf 
of the city authorities, welcomed the body. He 
said: 

We look with intense interest upon the delibera- 
tion of this body, and Welcome you to this city in 
all that it implies.

If not, how is it that the freight on 
wheat mounts up to from 12 to 15 cents per bushel 
between Chicago and New York as soon as lake 
navigation ceases, while in summer it is scarcely 
half the higher figure? The proportionate charge 
by raii for the transit of a bushel of wheat between 
Chicago and Bufalo would be in the winter from 
six to eight cents, while by lake it is generally 
onty two cents, and often less than that. 
The freight on a bushel of wheat between St. Paul 
and Chicago is from 10 to 12 cents, while Major 
Benyaurd has shown that by the Mississippi and 
the Hennepin Canal it would not exceed 6 cents. 
Now see what a vast amount of money it would 
leave in the pockets of the people of the Upper 
Mississippi Valleys if such a reduction on the transit 
of their cereals to market were realized. Official 
Government estimates of the crop of wheat in the 
States of the Upper Mississippi Valley for 18384 
were:

502,961,500 bushels, If only one cent per bushel 
were saved to the people by water transit, the 
amount would be $5,029,615; at five cents per bush- 
el the fabulous sum of $25,148,055 would de left 
in the pockets of the people every year. 
Spend but a quarter of whis sum kor 
two or three years on improving the navigation of 
the Upper Mississippi and the building of the Hen- 
népin Canal, a most important part of the river 
system, and the most marvelous results would 
ever after be realized. For the want of such im- 


provement wheat is forced up the Mississippi 


River from Winona, and perhaps below, to seek 
the shorter railway transit to Duluth, and thence 
by the great lakes on its way to the seaboard. 
Whatever saving is thus effected is so much the 
better for the people. 

It may be feared that by opening a great and ad- 
equate waterway line to the Gulf of Mexico and to 
the great lakes the business of the railways would 
be sadly crippied and that their infiuence will be 
potent to prevent it. This convention surely has 
no quarrel with tne railways. Its members will 
freely concede that within the last forty years they 
have transformed the commerce: and the life 
of the States from narrow local com- 
munities into one vast National union of social, 
inteliectual, and religious progress such as the 
world has never séen before. While waterways 
relieve them from the carriage of bulky, heavy, 
and less prvfitable products, the money thus left 
in the pockets of the people enables them to give 
the ruilways a larger and better trade in lighter 
and more expensive goods and larger profits on 
their traveling. over the country. This ra- 
way managers of larger and more enlight- 
ened views understand perfectly. and they would 
doubtiess, if not handicapped by the more selfish 
and contracted ideas of their directors, be openly 


and earnestly with us in all efforts to secure water- 


way transportation for the vast products of 

Upper Mississippi Valley States. And bere it may 

be asked, Does the water transit of the lakes, the

FOR PRESIDENT. 

During the recess numerous committee 
meetings were held, the principal of which was 
that of the Committee on Permanent Organi- 
zation. Senator Cauldwell of lowa acted as 
Chairman. Col. Phillips of Missouri placed in 
nomination for Permanent Chairman the Hon. 
William Warner of Kansas City, member-eiect to 
Congress trom the Fifth District. J. H. Ward 
of Chicago placed in nomination ‘ex-Gov. 
Bross of IIIiunois. The nomination of Mr. 


Warner caused a little flutter of excitement | 


among the supporters of Mr. Bross, and while 
everything passed off quietiy it was very evi- 
dent that a good deai of feeling over the mat- 
ter was concealed. The vote was taken by 
roll-call and restited in the selection of the 
Hon. William Warner by a vote of 10 to 4, 
Iowa and Lilinois voting for Bross. 

Piatt B. Waker of Minnesota was immedi- 
ately nominated for Secretary, there being but 
one vote against him.

The convention reassembled at 8:80. An in- 
vitation to visit the fair-grounds was read.

The Committee on Resolutions 
was not ready to report, having had no meet- 
ing at noon because of only fourteen of twenty- 
seven members being present. The Committee 
on Permanent Organization reported the Hon.

Piatt B. Walker of Minne 
apolis for Permanent Secretary. The _nomina- 
tions were well received by the convention, 
and both were elected with but little opposi- 


tion. 
THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 
Congressman Murpuay of Davenport, Ia., 
then spoke in the interests of the Hennepin 
Canal.

From what he saw he says the system 
seems to guarantee more comfort to the in- 
mates, who can at the same time be supported 
at smaller expense. By dividing them up 
among the counties the number confined at 


one story high and with very few apartments 
will prove sufficient to house them. In such 
quarters the danger of loss of life in case of 
fire is much lessened. 

Drifting over to the subject of foreign pau- 
pers, with whom the country has been burden- 
ed for some years, he said they formed a very 
laree proportion of the inmates in the asylums 
he bad visited, and in fact nearly all the asy- 
lume of the Northwest were overcrowded with 
them. The United States law protects the sea- 
port places, but does not protect the Canada 
border. This bas led to a change of tactios on 
the other side. Insane persons and paupers are 
now shipped to Halifax and sent through Can- 
ada, and, to eydile the law when detected, they 
are provided with $25 each. With this sum in 
their pockets no court can call them paupers.

hands of an undertaker and packed in ice to 
await the inquest. When a reporter for THE 
TRIBUNE reached the ground no developments 
in addition to those given yesterday had been 
made. The reporter, therefore, with the as- 
sistance of Sergt. Walter Jenkins of the South 
Chicago squad, devoted the greater part of the 
day to a searching investigation into the affair. 
The case is mysterious from first to last, and, 
although the investigauon of yesterday set at 


rest several disputed points, much of it is as 


impenetrable as ever. Even should the mys- 
tery be solved, the case is far removed from the 
ordinary run by reason of the remarkable co- 
incidence evolved. , 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES. 
Monday afternoon a schooi-teacher named 
McKinney is accused of a fiendish crime and 


disappears from public sight. The parents and 


neighbors of the wronged girls are aroused to 
a state of furious indignation and talk of lynch- 
ing is heard. Wednesday morning a dead man, 
with a hole in his head, is found on the lake 
shore, not far from where the girls live. The 
body is taken to the morgue at South Chicago 
and unbesitatingly pronounced to be that of 
McKinney by at least a dozen reputable men 


and women who have known McKinney tor 


years. A few dissent from this view and there 
is just enough diversity of opinion to create a 
doubt as to the identity ot the body in the 
mind of a shrewd observer. But in the mean- 
time McKinney is absent from bis usual 
haunts, and no man can be found who has seen 
him since Monday. There is apparently a clear 
case. McKinney has been killed in expiation 
for his crime, or in a fit of remorse and despair 
nas committed suicide. 3 

Early yeste:day morning so many credible 
witnesses, after viewing the body, declared so 
positively that it was not that ot McKianey, 
that grave doubt as to its identity began to 
arise. Of two citizens, equally reputabie and 
equally well acquainted with MoKinney, one 
would decide one way and the other just the 
opposit. An example: Daniel Kiibury, an old 
citizen of Colehour, who sees McKinney nearly 
every day, went to see the body in company 
with McKinney’s divorced wife, who happened 
to be a visitor at his house. Kiibury decided 
it to be MaKinney; the woman said she was not 
sure, but thought it wasnot. F. L. Truax, who 
has known McKinney well for seventeen years, 
said, at first giance, that it was not his body. 


iter looking at his clothes and taking a sec | 


ond view of the body he changed his mind and 
declared that it was. Others said that if not 
McKinney’s body it was like enough to him to be 
his twin brother. It theretore became evi- 
dent that the first step in the solution of the 
mystery was to definitly ascertain whether or 
not the body was that af McKinney. An ac- 
curate measurement was made of) the body 


and the minutesc personal peculiarities noted. 


A trip was then made to Shedd’s ice-bouses on 
Woit River, Ind., where McKinney had been 
boarding up to Monday night. It was found 
from descriptions furnished by the men at the 
ice-hor who had been daily associated with 
Mc ney, that the personal appearance of the 
two men was almost if not quite identical. 
Upon request J. T. Reiland, W. A. Lacey, C. E. 
Bloomhutf, H. W. Rouscup, and M. J. Prindi- 
ville visited tne morgue and unhesitatingly de- 
clared that the body wus not that of McKinney, 


although they admitted that the resemblance | 


was startling. 
NOT McKINNEY. 


The preponderance of testimony having ap- 
parently established the fact that the dead man 
was not McKinney, although like enough to 
him to deceive old acquaintances, the question 
of his identity at once assumed new interest. 
None of the large number of people. who 
viewed the body had ever seen the man, and 
extensive inquiry for miles around faiied to 
discover a man, woman, or child who had seen 
a man, other than McKinney, answering to the 
description. This is the more remurkabie from 
the fact that be was not by any means a com- 
mon-looking person either in feature, form, 
dress, or neral appearance. A tramp may 
be foun@ dead and no man be the wiser; but 
when a well-dressed man of apparent educa- 
tion and means is found dead by violence with- 
in a te blocks ot a railway station and numer- 


ous houses somebody should know something 


of ais identity and previous movements. The 
body in the morgue is that of a man about 
five feet eight inches in hight, of fine muscular 
figure, and intelligent face. He would weigh 
from 150 to 160 pounds. His complexion 
is fair, and his hair, mustache, and 
side-whiskers sandy and of a reddish 
tinge. The features are strong and 
reguiar. The nose is nearly straight and per- 
haps slightly aquiline. The mustache grows 
out nearly straight from the lip, and is thick 
rather than long. The hair is thin and the 
forehead bigh, the temples being bare. On 
the right check, beginnmg below the cheek- 
done and extending below the jaw-bone into 
the neck, is a scar. One of the molar teeth in 
the upper left-hand jaw is heavily filied with 
gold, and goid filling can be seen between the 
front teeth. The chin is full and firmly mold- 
ed and the mouth of medium size, with sharp- 
ly-cut lips. The hands are small fora man of 
his size, and a pair of kid gloves found 
in his pockets e of good quality 
and marked 7%’ in size. His coat 
is a sack, and both coat and breeches 
are of black diagonal cloth, nearly.if not quite 
new. His vest is of dark biue tricot cloth. He 
had on a white shirt, standing collar, and flat 
linen scarf. His shoes are light and stylish, 
and laced in front. His underciothing is light 
in weight and of good quality. His hatisa 
low. round-erowned, biack Derby. The book 
found near him on the sand was, as before 
stated, Chapin’s *“*Select Sermons,’ bearing 
the name of H. Sulvib, Springfield, Maes. 
Passages through the work were marked in 
pencil on the margin. In the back was a 
rhapsody in prose addressed to the waves of 
the iake, and written in pencil. 
NOT A PISTOL WOUND.

She took what effects she 
had and did not say where she was going. Mo- 
Kinney was given a bad character at the ice- 
houses by reputable parties, and past irregu- 
larities in other places were referred to. It 
was stated that he had been regarded as a crank 
at times, and the statement was made. 
that he was decidedly eccentric. Others who 
have known him fer a long time declare his 
reputation to be excellent, and that his record 
as a school-teacher wherever he bas been is 
without reproach. His second wife is a daugh- 
ter of Joseph Hess of Hessville, well-known 
throughout all the country round.

in the land of the living began to cuiminate..

SULVIN’S HISTORY.

Setting out 
once more in the world, be drifted to Boston, 
where he got some friendly Unitariaas inter- 
ested in bim, and the Rev. Dr. Chapin found 
for him a place to labor in the cause of this 
church in the West. Friends here have since 
heard that he murried a Shaker woman some- 
where in the West, and the last news of him 
in this place was received in a letter from a 
woman who gave her address as Mrs. H. Sul- 
vin, No. 175 Vine street, Cincinnati, and who 
wrote to Eider George ot the Enfieid Shaker 
settlement asking for the facts of his early 
history, and saying that she had appled for a 
divorce.

A KANSAS LAND CASE. 


JUDGE BREWER RENDERS A DECISION IN 
THE UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT, BUT 
THE MATTER WILL -GO TO THE SUPREME 
COURT FOR FINAL SETTLEMENT. i 
LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Sept. 3.—] Special. —In 

the United States Circuit Court today Judge 


Kansas City, Lawrence & Southern Railway 
Company which involves 27,000 acres of land, 
mostiy in Allen County, Kansas, and 
indirectly several millions of dollars’ worth 
of improvements thereon. The case 
was argued labt November in the United 
States Circuit Court at Topeka and taken under 
advisement by Judge Brewer Jan. 25, 1884. A 
bili of complaint was filed by the Gov- 
ernment through the Attorney-General, at 
the instance of settlers on the 
lands, alleging that the Kansas City, Lawrence 


& Southern Kansas Railway was attempting to 
hold these lands under a patent from the Land 
Department and a certification by the State by 
virtue of the acts of Congress of March 
8, 1863, July 26, 1866, and July 1, 1864. 
Actual settlers bad gone upon the lands and 
paid to the Government $1.25 an acre for 
them, and the Government, on behalf of 
the settlers, brought the suit to oust 
the rairoad. The lands were claimed 
‘both under grants to the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa ¥6 and the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas ilways. The latter-named company 
relinquished all right and title to the Kansas 


which railway set up the grant 
of 1883 as the foundation for its 
title. The plaintiff prayed that the alleged 
title to these lands by the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas might be declared null and void as it 


granted the prayer, basing his decision upon 
the following general principles: 

WHEREAS, A bill in equity is filed by the United 
States to set aside a patent, a certification, or 
other instrument whereby title to public lands has 
been apparently conveyed; the court is not con- 
cluded by the construction placed by the ministe- 
rial officers of the Government upon the acts of 
Congress or the view taken by them as to the extent 
of their powers. In such action the instrument 
purporting to convey title must be first examined 
to determine what authority the ministerial of- 
ficers assumed to exercise, and by virtue of what 
acts and statutes of Co they at- 
tempted to transfer title. If those acts 
and statutes watranted no such transfer 
of title thea, while the defendant may defeat the 
action by proof that equitabiy though not legally 
he is en’itled to the lands, he does not defeat it by 
proof that under some other statute he had equit-

ELECTION laws In operation have usually

SECRETARY ENDICOTT’S ORDER. 

The recent, order of the Secretary of War 
‘directing all army officers on detached duty 
-to return to their commands has been hailed 


by the Democratic press as another instance 


of the reforms which have been, inaugurated 
by the present Administration, and Secretary 
Endicott has been commended by them, as 
well as by some Republican papers, for his 
efforts to bring the army up to the highest 
lency. Much pleasantry and sar- 
casm haye also been lavished upon what are 
called army dudes,“ and there has been 
a general expression of congratulation that 


at last the detached officers. who have been 


lending germans and dancing attendance | 
upon society will have to perform actual 
service with their commands. If this were 
really so it would be a matter for congratu- 
lation, but the facts in the case show that it 
is not so, and as time goes on it will be dem- 
onstrated that these epithets have been un- 
just and insulting to meritorious officers, and 
that the order is in thé nature of a hardship 
to the Generals commanding and will tend 
to impair the efficiency of the service instead 
of enhancing it. : 

Secretary Endicott may have had the best 
intentions in the world when he issued this 
order, but he has none the less made a gross 
mistake, and one which a civilian might have 
been expected to make in dealing with mili- 
tary affairs ‘and making radical changes be- 
fore he had familiarized himself with the 
duties of his office. If he had made a thor- 
ough investigation before he issued it he 
would have found that the “dudes,” as 
they are called, were relieved trom their so- 
cial duties and sent to their commands by ex- 
Secretary Lincoln long ago. He made a 
complete sweep of them. The officers who 
were left on detached duty were staff officers, 
and this order of Mr. Endicott’s, over which 


|. the Democrats are having such a glorification, 


only touches twelve or fourteen officers who 
have been performing staff duties. One 
would suppose on the other hand that Wash- 
ington and other large military centres were 
swarming with do-nothings. Mr. Lincoln 
recognized the value of staff officers, and 
did not disturb them, as they held confi- 
dential] relations to the Generals who had se- 
lected them, were thoroughly conversant 
with their duties, and had earned their posi- 
tiens by hard and meritorious service. 

The civil service always exempts from 
dismissal on party groufids those who have 
been acting as confidential secretaries. They 
are selected for their ability, experience, and 
discretion, and their duties are of a peculiar 
kind, The same rule should obtain in the 
military service. An aide-de-camp is nothing 
more nor less than a confidential secretary to 
his superior officer, who can relieve him at 
pleasure and who has selected him by reason 
of his capacity, and in nearly every case as a 
récognition of valor and skill in the field. 
These aides-de-camp who are 80 contempt- 
uously styled ‘‘dudes” are men who went 
through the War and have seen active service 
on the frontier. Many of them have records of 


from thirty to fifty battles. Some of them have 


been wounded, some of them have had their 
health impaired in the service of their coun- 
try, and others have lost arms or limbs on the 
field. Several of them are now approaching 
They have been the fighters and 
they have richly earned their right to their 
present places, and were chosen not alone 
for their intelligence and executive ability 
but because of gallant service on 
the field. Let it be remembered that 
the dudes who had never seen an 
action were routed out of their soft places 
long ago.

So they 
are all on the mareh and few are making 
complaints. Many of them are crossing the 
line into the Cherokee Strip, where with the 
consent of a few leading men they can easily 
secure leases. The Cherokees are partly 
civilized and the cattlemen have no fear of 
them. The President's der of removal ap- 
plied only to the C Reservation, where 
the savages — — there is little 
difficulty in on of finds be- 
longing. to the Chérdkees, who, although 
strongly opposed to the presence of the cat- 
tle syndicates, are peaceful Indians and will 
not declare war on the herders. 

At the recent Cherokee election the party 
opposed to leases carried a majority of the 
Legislature. Still, the principal Chiefs con- 
tinue to make these contracts, and the Presi- 
dent’s order gives the peaceful Cherokees no 
protection. So far as the Government is 
concerned, the cattlemen are free to continue 
the spoliation of Indian lands as long as 
there is no danger of an insurrection of sav- 
ages, and hence the Cherokee Strip is a 
peculiarly safe and inviting field for their oc- 
cupation.

that the proportion of those who are never 
sick does not exceed 3 per cent; those who 
are never well bear the same proportion, while 
the remainder, after a few days’ iliness, get 
used to the ocean and suffer no further in- 
convenience. The cause of sea-sickness he 
thinks is the rapidly varying pressure of 
blood on the brain due to the upward and 
downward motion of the vessel. He says: 
As the ship descends into the trough of the 
wave the pressure increases; as she rises to 


its crest the pressure diminishes, and nausea . 


is the natural and ordinary consequence of a 
sudden rush of blood from the brain.” 
When the sea is very rongh and the vessel is 
much tossed about the passengers’ livers are 
remarkably affected owing to the loss of 
liquidyth the system, and in bad cases, 
where the patient succumbs and lies inert 


all day, suffering from headache, the disease - 


assumes a light form of blood-poisoning 
from retention in the system of an element 
usually given off. As to relief, he suggests 
that the patient should lie on his side, with 
his head resting on his breast and his knees 
drawn up as bear as possible to his chin. In 
this uncomfertable and grotesque position 
he claims that the variation in the pressure 
of blood on the brain is reduced to a mini- 
mum and the stomach and nerves are pro- 
tecced in a gteat measure from the vessel’s 
vibrations. Where the sickness has lasted 
three or four days he recommends the use of 
chioral-hydrate in doses of one gramme, as 
it soothes the brain and ie the patient

People who go to sea 


in a bilious condition ot body are much more 


apt to be sick than those whose livers are in 


good working order; and vegetarians aver that 


they enjoy almost complete immunity from 
the infliction. The reason why women suffer 
more than men is, doubtless, because their 
nerves are more finely strung. 

Thorough as German investigation may be, 
there yet remains much for the patient and 
sharp-eyed. Teuton scientists to find out. 
Ocean travelers who suffer from the com- 
plaint and who are ordinarily strong and 
healthy will never cease to regard it as a 
most aggravating form of injustice that some 
who are ho stronger or healthier than them- 
selves should never be affected. If one brain 
in normal condition affects the stomach in this 
outrageous manner why should not another ? 
Why should A, who has no better brain or 
stomach than B, have complete exemption 
while B is flat on his back during the entire 
voyage, indifferent whether he lives or dies ? 
Why should A take his three meals regular- 
ly with ravenous appetite while B is 
squeamish at the very suggestion of 
food and ready to slaughter the steward 
for even advising alittle soup or offering to 
bring him a chop so that he can brace up? 
In the absence of any sure remedy, what B 
wants to know is how he can prepare him- 
self to meet the mal de mer and beat it off 
as A does. Again, if the cause is the same 
in all cases, why is it that some old seamen 
who can stand a large vessel’s rolling and 
pitehing get sick in a little skiff in sight of 
shore, and that mariners who have ‘‘ sailed 
the ocean blue all their lives without a 
qualm get as sick as a girl on the great 
lakes? It is evident that there is a great 
deal more to be learned by the doctors before 
they exhaust the subject, and they ought to 
set themselves about it and so disarm the 
sea microbes that ocean-saillng may be 
stripped of its present terror. 


CHICAGO AND THE CROFTERS. 

A few months ago a number of Scotchmen 
belonging to Chicago met in the Palmer 
House and formed themselves into what they 
called the Scottish Land League of America. 
The primary object of the organization was 
to raise funds to help the crofters of the 
Hebridean Islands and other parts of Scot- 
land to agitate, within the bounds of law and 
order, for an amelioration of the harshness 
of the land laws. The object was admirable, 
since there is no doubt that the system of land- 
lordism permitted in Scotand has, owing to 
the harshness or the culpable carelesness of 
certain landlords, caused so much distress 
among thousands of poverty-stricken small 
farmers or crofters that in the Isle of Skye 
there recently broke forth an ineiplent re- 
bellion, which was only suppressed upon the 
appearance of English gunboats, marines, 
and policemen., It was hoped the Chicago 
branch of the Scottish Land League would 
soon become the nucleus of a powerful organ- 
ization similar to the Irish-American Land 
League; and those who founded it spurred 
themselves to action by their proudly ex- 
pressed boast that, if Irish- Americans could 
do so much to alleviate the condition of their 
poor countrymen in the old country, certainly 
Scotch-Americans were equally able to do as 
much for their oppressed compatriots. 

In neither of these expectations has the 
Scottish Land League of America so far 
succeeded.’ The Chicago branch still stands 
almost alone in the country, and has been 
able to do little practical gpod beyond hold- 
ing a second-rate concert for the benefit of 
the crofters; so that if the Scotchmen of the 
United States really are able and willing to 
do as much for their miserable countrymen 


as Irish-Americans do for theirs they have 


hitherto done very little to prove it. In con- 
trast to this apathy, the members of the 
Irish-American Land League, while they 
have in the past contributed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the benefit of their 
transatlantic brethren, have never ceased in 
the good work of providing the sinews of 
war necessary to work out a great land re- 


form in Ireland. 


The circumstances would appear to mark 
the difference between the characteristic tem- 
perament of the’ Scotchman and the Irish- 


man. Both are equally attached to the moth- 


erland; but each takes his own way of prov- 
ing the attachment. The one is cold, unen- 
thusiastic, and calculating; the other is im- 
pulsive and generous to the last degree. The 
Scotchman reasons first and becomes enthu- 
siastic-at his leisure; the Irishman yields to 
his impulses first and reasons coldly after- 
ward if he thinks it necessary to do 80. It is 


perhaps owing to this difference in the na- 
tional characteristics of the Scoteh and Irish 


that, while the Scottish Land League of 
America is a cold and almost moribund or- 


‘ganization, the Irish-American Land League 


is warm, vigorous, and flourishing. 
The cabie informs us that at a land-league 
meeting held in Portree, one of the principal 


fisbing stations on the coast of the Western 


Highlands of Scotland, the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Gregor of Chicago was one of the speakers.

A tus-boat collision that might have proved 
a serious disaster occurred on Lake Michigan 
yesterday noon about thirty miles northeast of 
Chicago.

This maneuvre proved a fatal miscalculation, as 
the Satisfaction plungéd into the Union’s side, cut- 
ting clear through her wearing-piece and cover- 
ing-board and smashing six strakes of plank, be- 
sides tearing up her deck.

[William M. Gwin was bornin Sumner County, 
Tennessee, Oct. 9, 1805. He received a classical 
education, graduating at.Transylvania University, 
Lexington, Ky. He stidied medicine, was ad- 
mitted to practice, and removed to Mississipp!. 
He was appointed United States Marshal for Mis- 
sissippi in October, 1833. He was elected a Repre- 
sentative from Mississippi in the Twenty-seventh 
‘Congress as a Democrat, ser omg from Dec. 23, 1841, 
to March 3, 1843. He was also superintendent of 
the erection of the custom-house at New Orleans. 
In 1848 he joined the rush, then just beginning, to 
the Pacific slope, and in 1849 was a member of the 
California Constitutional Convention. He was 
elected one of the first United States Senators 
from California as a-Democrat, serving from Sept. 
10, 1850, to March 3, 1855. He was reélected in 
1857, serving from Feb. 16 to March 3, 1861, when 
he became identified with the Southern Confeder- 
acy. Later he joined his fortunes with the Mexi- 
can Imperial Government under the reign of Max- 
imilian, and became known as the leader of a pro- 
posed Southern emigration to Sonora, and receiv- 
ing the title of Duke of Sonora. Later he returned 
to California. and engaged in agricultural pursuits.

STEWART IVES. 
A FIGHT OVER THE GOODS OF AN INSANE MAM 

The attachment suit which was brought 
against Stewart Ives of Grand Rapids, Mich., by 
Dr. L. H. Watson of the North Side was called 
in Justice Kersten’s court yesterday after- 
noon. Stewart Ives, a weaithy specuiator in 
lumber, boarded at the house of Dr. Watson 
while in the city, fittmg up a room with 
luxurious adornments and keeping a horse. 
He lived high, spent money witb a lavish hand, 
and cut quite a swell generally. Finally some 
of his friends fancied that his mind was giv- 
ing way. He suddenly disappeared, and Dr. 
Watson, who bad an account of neariy $200 
against Mr. Ives, took recourse to the legal 
process of attaching the gpods he left behind, 
an officer levying on a set of goid-mounted 
harness, a silk plush lap-robe, a whip, a mink 
lap-robe, twelve pictures in oil and water-col- 
ors, four chandeliers, side-light and hall-light 
brackets, and a hall-rack. This suit was begun 
July 13, but continued from time to time. 
Other creditors brought suit during July, and 
in the meantime Mr. Ives was adjudged insane 
in the Probate Court of Kent County, Mich, 
gan.

The report of the business done by the Chi- 
cago Post-Office during the month of August 
shows that the sale of postage stamps, etc., 
amounted to $154,815, that postal notes for 
$4,951 were issued, and postal notes for $65,487 
were paid, while domestic money orders were 


issued to the amount of $86,921 and paid to 


the amount of $458,678. The foreign money- 
order department paid out $12,359 and received 
$27,150. The deposits of Postmasters on 
money-order account amounted to $586,356, 
and the remittances to New York on same ac- 
count to $167,000. There were employed 321 
letter-carriers, who made daily 948 delivery and 
851. collection trips. They distributed 38,096 
registered letters, 4,912,148 mail letters, 964,484 
mail postal cards, 1,758,214 local letters, 452,894 
local postal cards, and 1,916,480 newspapers, 
etc. Of the letters 12,882 were returned to the 
office as undeliverable. There were collected 
4,894,586 letters, 1,932,201 cards, and 1,874,861 
newspapers, etc., which shows that Chicago 
receives mot letters than she sends away.

: EVANSTON LIFE-SAVERS. 
INVESTIGATING THE ALLEGED SLOWNESS OF 
THE CREW IN THE JAMAICA WRECK. 

A few days after the wreck of the schooner 
Jamaica, which oceurred off Glencoe about 
twenty miles north of tne city the night of 
Aug. 2, a Chicago paper made charges against 
the crew stationed at the Evanstor Life-Saving 
Station to the effect that they were negligent 
in not discovering the wreck sooner and so on. 
This reached the notice of the officials at Wash- 
ington and an investigation was immediately 
ordered. It was put in charge of Lieut. 
J. H. Rogers, Inspector of Life-Saving Stations 
for the Eleventh. District. Since then he has 
worked steadily on the case, but has not com- 
pleted bis report, owing to the difficulty of se- 
curing reliable testimony. He was seen yes- 
terday by a reporter for Tue TrRisune. In 
the conversation that ensued he said it was a 
fact to which the telegraph operators both at 
Glencoe and Evanston could testify that no 
word of the wreck was received before 6 
o’clock Monday morning, twelve hours after it 
occurred, and then the information was to the 
effect that all hands had perished. If Capt. 
Larson had started immediately for the wreck 
upon receipt of this information he could bave 
saved two or three hours, and this was the 
point to be settled. The scene of the wreck is 
five mites north of their patrol] ground, and the 
crew is not to be expected to know of an acei- 
dent so far away unless some one sends 
the information. The Lieutenant. refuses 
to state whether his report would concur 
in or condemn the action of Capt. Larson and 
his crew in the matter, but it is understood the 
report will contain but little that is unfavor- 
able. In view of the fact that the crew saved 
all on board the wrecked schooner, ten in all, 
the report may be decidedly complimentary,. 

Capt. Larson, in charge of the station in 
question, was asked for his side.of the case. 
He said no word was received of the wreck 
until about 7 o’clock of the morning after the 
schooner Went aground, and just as soon ag 
the report could be verified be started.

COUNTY EXTRAVAGANCE. 
EMPLOYES FEAR THEY WILL HAVE TO 

' SHAVE THEIR PAY-ORDERS, 

On account of the beggarly state of the 
county finances many of the lesser employés 
of the county fear that after the present 
month they will have to get their pay-orders 
** shaved” dy speculators, as they did during 
the latter part of last winter and early this 
spring. When the last general pay-roll was 
audited by the County Board the County Treas- 
urer was short $7,000 in the general fund over 
the amount of the pay-roll. Assistant Treas- 
urer Brenan said yesterday that this short- 
age been made up, and that 
there was now $45,000 in the general fund. 
He thinks that if the pay-roll does not become 
extravagantly large the Treasurer may be 
able to pay salaries right along, though per- 
baps not as regularly as for the last four or 
five. months. 

Commissioner J. J. McCarthy said, in speak- 
ing of the extravagance of the County Board 
and the present sore need of money in every 
department: ‘I tiwnmk that at the next meet- 
ing of the board I will recommend that some 
steps be taken ‘towards creating the office of 
County Auditor, for money has been paid out 
of the different departments of late with a 
recklesness that is amazing. Why shouldn't 
the County Government have an Auditor as 
well as the city a Controller. There isa big 
chance for ‘leakage’ in that pay-roll business, 
and I believe in putting a check upon the 
outlet of county money somewhere.”
